New treatment! 


I doubt if a week goes by with- 
out some “drunk” dying in-a Can- 
adian jail, I never read of such a 


case without feeling real pity. As 
my mother used to say, long ago: 


“Poor soul! He belonged to some-| 


body.” In other words, while his 
death might or might not be re- 
garded as a loss by society, it 
was a heartbreaking finish to 
some little child who called him 
“Daddy”. 

I find my blood rising a little 
more, too, with ‘every such inci- 
dent. There is, of course, the usual 
investigation; the police aré exon- 
erated of all blame; and life goes 
on until the next man booked on 
intoxication doubles up in his cell, 
is rushed to, the hospital and dies. 
When are we going to learn that 
we cannot throw an alcoholic into 
jail? 

Any doctor will tell you that an 
alcoholic is a sick man‘in the true 
gwense of the word. As sick as a 
person with cancer or leprosy or 
pneumonia. His whole system cries 
out for alcohol—if he cannot get 
that alcohol, death may be an in- 
direct result. 

Alcoholic not ordinary drunkard 

I have more true pity and sym- 
pathy for the alcoholic than for 
the ordinary drunkard—and there 
is a vast difference. A man may 
get drunk for any number of rea- 
sons, none of them very sensible. 


The next morning he has a thick | 


head, coated tongue and queasy 
stomach. The sight of liquor is ab- 
horrent to him. Many men have 
been drunkards all their lives, 
without ever becoming victims of 
alcoholism. 

The alcoholic is a_ different 
being. Once he tastes liquor it ob- 
sesses him, He will stagger home 
late at night and the next morn- 
ing is on fire until he gets more 
liquor. As the disease progresses, 


he is utterly helpless against it. |. 
He will sell all he has to get]: 
“money for liquor, He insults his 


friends, ostracises his family, begs 
or even steals to get money to buy 
alcohol. In the end, he is more 
animal-like than human. 


Will power is useless. The 
strongest-willed man I ever knew 
was an alcoholic. He took a farm 
10 miles from town and swore he 
would: beat alcoholism by never 
going into town. For two years 
he fought the hellish fight alone. 
Then one day he walked off his 
combine, cut across the fields to 
town, It was three months before 
he sobered up again—a man. al- 
most on the verge of insanity. 


There is a difference between /| 


him and the man who gets drunk 
“for fun". 

'. Alcoholism is ‘no respecter of 
class or creed or sex. A weakness 
towards the disease may be inher- 
ited. By the same token it may 
break out of a family that has 
never tasted alcohol in any form. 
There is of course, no danger of 
becoming an alcoholic if you don't 
drink; but that is beside the point. 
What matters to the alcoholic — 
and should matter to us—is what 
is to become of those who have 
fallen victim, ; 
Tears and tantrums useless . 


' As researchers study the mal- 
ady they have established a few 
facts. The paramount one is that 
it is a disease—and hence, society 
should not torture the helpless vic- 
tim. It would seem that the alco- 
holic suffers some emotional defi- 
ciency, has never quite grown up 
to face reality, Thus the family 
that nags the alcoholic member is 
making a terrible mistake. Tears, 
tantrums, even prayers and plead- 
ings, will hot cure him. He needs 
someone to lean on, someone to 
help: him. Hence the tremendous 
importance of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and their work. The mem- 
bers of AA—all reformed alco- 


_:holics—are as brave and self-sac- 


rificing as we Will ever know. For- 
tunately AA is represented in al- 
most every community. 

Finally, throwing an alcoholic 
into jail is no answer. Most gov- 


ernments are recognizing that|) 


now, as a century ago they he- 


came humane enough to realize the 
that the mentally ill deserved tha 


treatment, not public abuse. More 
rehabilitation centres are being 
built, and that is a good thing. 
Unfortunately, to get to one, 
the alcoholic usually has to pass 
through a jail. A policeman should 
mot be expected to differentiate 
between a drunken nuisance and 
an alcoholic, but every jail should.

Construction is planueo to: start 
shortly on three underground 
caverns in the Devonian salt beds 
near Melville for the sturage of 
propane and butane products of 
the Steelman. Gas Limited’s cas- 
ing-head gas processing plant at 
Steelman. 

Test core drilling in the area 
has been completed by Dome Pet- 
roleums Ltd. and the findings have 
resulted in the final decision to 
proceed immediately with the 
project. 

Propane and butane wil) be two 
by-products of the Steelman gas 
processing ‘plant. They will be 
shipped in liquid form ‘in tank 
cars from Steelman and will be 
fed into the underground. caverns 
to be stored until required by 
markets. . : 
The storage caverns .“'l) be in 
the reck salt formations on the 
northern edge of the Williston 
basin.

News Report 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON-—Provincial Pro- 
gressive Conservatives will be 
pinnirig their hopes in the next 
election on a 48-year-old lawyer, 
W. J. C. (Cam) Kirby, the sitting 
member of the Legislature for 
Red Deer riding. 
Whether Mr. Kirby can lead 
the Tories to victory in Alberta, 
or even to a sizeable gain in 
House representation, is anyone's 
guess at this ‘point. 
Of the five candidates runing 
for the Conservative leadership 
at the party convention in Ed- 
. monton last week, Mr. Kirby 

was the obvious choice. From a 
2 performance standpoint,. he’s 
Ss been the strongest PC member 
; in the Legislature. 

The question yet to be an- 
swered is whether he’s well 
enough known or a politician of 
sufficient stature to swing a big 
vote behind the Conservative 
party when Albertans go the 
polls again, probably next year. 

At this point, the Tories don’t 
look like much of a threat. Of 
course, a lot depends on how 
é. much of John Diefenbaker’s pop- 
: ularity and influence remain at 

the time of the next election, 

Social Crediters we’ve spoken 
to say they aren’t too worried 
about the Conservatives right | 
now. They were worried earlier, 
when there was talk of the Tor- 
-ies drafting either Art Smith, 
MP for Calgary, or Agriculture 
Minister Douglas Harkness, to 
lead the provincial party. Had 
that happened, one high Socred 
official said,’ the Conservatives 
could be a real threat. 

Even though the possibility of’ 
a sweep is being discounted, the 
Conservatives should pick up a 
few more Legislature seats. The 
Tories have their first provincial 
leader in more than 20 years, and 
this should mean a stronger or- 
ganization to drum up votes. 

At ,their convention here, the 
Conservatives passed a flock of 
resolutions which will go toward 
making up the party’s platform. 
One of them said the oil and gas. 
dividend legislation should be re- 
moved from the statute books. 

Others dealt with municipal 
finance, highway construction, 
closer integration of health ser- 
vices, land, forest and game con- 
servation, improvements in the 
province’s education program, 
crop insurance and changes in 
labor laws to raise minimum 
wage rates and improve labor- 
management negotiations. 

On highways, the Tories say 
most main and secondary. roads 
are “below the standard that 
gives satisfactory service and 
steps should be taken immediate- 
ly to rectify this condition.” ° 

The convention also had some 
things to say about the public, 
works department. A resolution 
_called for “revamping and 
streamlining to eliminate waste 
and duplication and to provide 
proper co-ordination with other 

e government departments in pre- 
liminary planning, employing of 
competent trained personnel and 
outside technical advice and ade- 
quate preparation of detailed 
plans and specifications.” 

Now that the Tories have got 
themselves a leader, they'll be 
concentrating on building up a 
strong organization to prepare 
for the next election.

piston type are recommended for 
applying spray chemicals Ma- 
chines which produce 400 pounds 
air pressure in tanks provide the 
most effective use of spray chemi- 
cals for all jobs. Boomless farm 
sprayers of which there are sev- 
eral dozen in the area will provide 
120 pounds pressure. These ma- 
chines can be used successfully 
for all insect control work with 
the exception of warble control 
which requires spray pressures of 
400 pounds. 

The Saskatchewan Department 
of. Agriculture has assisted muni- 
cipalities and organized groups of 
farmers to. buy. high pressure 
sprayers. The ~Department will 
pay one-half the cost of’ sprayers 
to a maximum .of $400 per ma- 
chine, Districts which have used 
this policy .and have. purchased 
high pressure sprayers’ include 
Lake Alma, Minton, Coronach, 
Rockgien, Ceylon, Willow Bunch, 
Pangman and Viceroy. 

Flies are a threat to human 
health. Many people will not tol- 
erate the presence of.a fly once 
they know how a fly's digestive 
system works. Flies do spread dis- 
eases of many kinds. 

The unwary producer may have 
his income from _ livestock  re- 
duced by flies and other insects 
which pester stock in many ways. 
Flies also annoy poultry. 

The provincial, departments of 
agriculture and public health fully 
approve of community insect*con- 
trol programs. Fly. control can 
reduce the threat to human health 
and up the income from livestock.

Protein feeds | : 
keep milk flow 
up, in fall 


Feeding grain and protein sup- 
plement, milking regularly and 
culling poor producers will help 
prevent falling milk production in 
late fall and winter, according to 
Erle Roger, livestock specialist 
with the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Tame pasture and hay, Mr. Rog- 
er says, usually decline rapidly in 
growth and feed value during mid 
to late summer. As 4 result, heav- 
ily-producing cows will go down 
in milk production. : 

To offset the falling feed value 
of pasture, Mr. Roger says to 
make a protein supplement-grain 
mixture available to dairy cows as 
grass turns brown. He _ recom- 
mends one pound of 32 percent 
protein supplement feed with four 
to eight pounds grain. 

An extremely poor pasture calls 
for one pound supplement with 
jeach four pounds grain. The ratio 
of grain can be increased accord- 
ing to how good the pasture is. 
This extra feed will help keep milk 
production up in late summer and 
early fall. 4 

Irregular milking hours, com- 
mon during,harvest, lowers milk 
production and may cause expen- 
sive damage due to mastitis. Reg- 
ular milking hours and proper pro- 
cedures will prevent this. 

Mr. Roger adds that culling poor 
producers and _ replacing these 
cows with good young cows ex- 
pected to calve in September and 
October will help keep milk pro- 
duction high. Keeping cows milk- 
ing heavily in fall and early win- 
ter is profitable since fluid milk 
prices are highest then.

Agricultural flying 


,Canadian farmers are taking to 


the air to keep pace with the 
times. 


Today airplanes are used “for 


many things, from chasing ducks 
from swathed. grain to making a 
quick trip to town for implement 
parts. 


Yet the first flight for agricul- 
tural purposes was made’ just 38 
years ago at Lake Timiskaming, 
Ont., the same year as the first
